COPY  WORK 


One  of  the  commonest  re- 
quests for  information  we  re- 
ceive is  to  tell  people  how  they 
can  photograph  small  objects 
or  copy  documents  or  old 
photographs.  The  question 
usually  revolves  around  the  ac- 
cessories needed  for  their  cam- 
era to  do  this  work. 

The  results  obtained  are  high- 
ly unsatisfactory  unless  the 
work  is  done  with  a single  lens 
reflex  camera.  This  is  a cam- 
era so  constructed  as  to  permit 
the  user  to  view  his  subject 
through  the  lens  that  takes  the 
oicture.  There  are  many  of 
these  on  the  market  today, 
ranging  from  the  Leicaflex 
dov;n  to  such  inexpensive  mod- 
els as  the  Practica.  The  most 
popular  of  the  better  ones  sold 
through  us  is  the  Honeywell 
Pentax. 

With  these  cameras  it  is  pos- 
sible to  get  down  within  an  inch 
or  two  of  the  subject  with  noth- 
ing more  complicated  than  a 
set  of  evtension  tubes.  Since 
you  get  exactly  what  you  see, 
the  insurmountable  problem 
with  older  models  of  centering 
the  subject  is  automatically 
eliminated.  Also,  the  very  tick- 
lish' problem  of  focusing  at 
such  close  range  is  solved  be- 
cause looking  through  one  of 
these  cameras,  if  you  see  it 
sharp  the  picture  will  be  sharp. 

Lighting  is  still  a bit  tricky, 
particularly  in  copying  larger 
photographs  and  written  docu- 
ments. We  have  found  the  best 
lighting  for  indoor  use  to  be 
two  photoflood  lamps  set  about 
six  or  seven  feet  from  the  sub- 
ject. This  gives  an  even  light. 

Another  excellent  source  of 
light  is  the  shady  side  of  a 
building  outdoors,  or  a cloudy 
clay. 

We  do  a tremendous  amount 
of  this  work  in  our  shop,  and 
would  be  happy  to  answer  any 
further  questions  you  might 
have  if  you  wanted  to  try  it.

Goldberg  Resignation  Approved 


MIAMI  BEACH  (LTD  — The 
unions  involved  in  the  five-month 
strike  against  the  nation’s  copper 
industry  Thursday  agreed  to  a 
Congressional  fact-finding  propos- 
al in  an  attempt  to  settle  the  dis- 
pute. 

Joseph  P.  Molony,  vice  chair- 
man of  the  United  Steel  Workers 
of  America  and  chairman  of  the 
National  Nonferrous  Coordinating 
Committee,  agreed  to  the  proposal 
in  a telegram  to  Undersecretary 
of  Labor  James  J.  Reynolds,  who 
arrived  here  Wednesday. 

Reynolds  asked  the  unions  Wed- 
nesday to  respond  to  the  proposals 
that  were  initiated  by  Sens.  Mike 
Mansfield  and  Lee  Metcalf  of  [ 
Montana.  The  two  senators  first 
made  the  proposal  Dec.  1 after 
meeting  in  Washington  with  the 
Secretaries  of  Labor,  Defense,  and 
Commerce. 

TO  STUDY  STRIKE 

Under  the  proposal,  a board 
would  be  established  of  two  mem- 
bers of  the  copper  industry,  two 
members  from  the  union  and 
three  public  members  selected  by 
the  other  four  panel  members. 
The  fact  finding  board  would  have 
the  power  to  look  into  the  strike 
and  make  recommendations  to  the 
government  for  settlement. 

Molony,  in  his  telegram  to  Rey- 
nolds, said  the  unions  “welcome 
the  opportunity  to  state  our  posi- 
tion in  this  strike  and  shall  stand 
ready  to  participate  and  cooperate 
fully  in  the  proposed  fact  finding.” 

50,000  INVOLVED 
The  strike  involving  some  50,000 
workers  from  20  different  unions 
began  July  15.  There  have  been 
no  real  negotiations  in  the  dispute 
for  nearly  a month. 

Molony  agreed  to  the  fact-finding 
proposal  as  the  AFL-CIO  opened 
its  seventh  biennial  convention, 
its  agenda  stripped  of  controversy. 
It  was  apparently  in  a mood  to 
talk  politics  with  the  Johnson  ad- 
ministration. 

Meanwhile,  the  copper  strike  is 
costing  the  United  States  Steel- , 
workers  of  America  $56,000  a 
week  in  Utah  and  eastern  Nevada, ; 
according  to  Kenneth  McTavish, ; 
director  of  the  union’s  sub-district 
5,  which  takes  in  Utah  and  eastern , 
Nevada  copper  workers.  j 


McTavish  told  the  Universe 
Thursday  that  the  United  Steel- 
workers International  provides 
more  than  $55,000  weekly  in  aid 
for  strike-bound  copper  employes. 
Some  of  the  40  local  unions  in  this 
area  supply  as  much  as  $500 
weekly  in  strike  aid. 

He  was  reluctant  to  predict  an 
early  end  to  the  strike. 

“I  just  wish  I could  say  yes,” 
McTavish  lamented,  then  added, 
“Both  sides  are  pretty  adamant 
now.”
